After the Jewish religion was established by God, so- 
called mixed marriages were forbidden between an 
Israelite, a member of the true religion in the Old Law, 
and one who was not an Israelite. 

While Christ was engaged in the work of founding 
His Church, and of providing her with the Sacraments, 
Sishop J. F. Nott or those divine helps which establish, promote and re- 
gore the spiritual life, He quite naturally elevated marriage, the source of 
Emily life, to the rank of things sacred.

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HE distinction of being | 
the first Catholic to for-

Charles O'Conner was born n New 
York January 22, 1804. His father, 
Thomas O’Conor, a member of an 
old and distiriguished Irish family, 
was driven from his native land by 
the political unrest following the Unk 
ted Irishmen rebellion of 1798 and 
landed in New York in 1801, He 
first joined the Kernan and other Irish 
families who purchased a tract of 
40,000 acres in Steuben County and 
were trying to colonize that section. 
This he soon find unsatisfactory and 
he returned to New York City to be- 
gin a long and useful career of lit- 
erary activity that clesed in 18586. He 
was in fact the first Catholic editer 
in the United States and from 1810 
to 1817 directed the pioneer Catholic 
weekly, The Shamrock, which, while 
not expressedly a religious journal, 
was ever a staunch exponent and de- 
fender of the Faith, 

He was a most active member of 
the old St. Peter’s congregation, and 
the sparse records which unfortunate- 
ly, are all that remain of those plo- 
neer days are largely contained in 
the historical memoirs he prepared, 
His son Charles, in 1818, began in

People who regard the operations of the Church as 
costly, because they pay their dues or assessments directly 
_ instead of indirectly by taxation, should take into account 
what it costs to operate their own State Government and 
their National Government to which they contribute very 
heavily, but mostly indirectly. 

For instance, in the state of Indiana the receipts for 
1926 amounted to $42,294,392, or $18.57 per capita. This 
means that the average family of five persons contributed 
nearly $68.00 to help operate the Government machinery of 
the State. It cost every person in the United States $18.13 
to operate the Federal Government in the year 1926. There- 
fore, the average family of five paid $90.00 to Washington. 
The average cost over the United States of the local Govern- 
ment, that is, of city and county, was $23.09. Hence, it cost 
every family of five $115.00. Taking the forty-eight states 
as a whole, it cost every man, woman and child, even includ- 
ing infants, $48.05 to operate civil Government generally. 
Therefore, the average family of five the country over paid 
$240 last year. Rather expensive, it is, therefore, to be a citi- 
zen of the United States, and to enjoy the liberty and protec- 
tion and benefits of this Republic. 3 

The benefits of religion, which tend towards promoting 
interior peace and happiness here, and which aim at assisting 
us toward eternal well-being cost proportionately little. 
If Church Government were operated in the United States 
like it is in many countries, people would labor under the 
deluded notion that the operations of religion cost nothing. 
I am referring to the countries where the Government sup- 
ports the Church and collects taxes for the Church’s support 
in the same way that it colleets taxes for the support 
of the State, and at the same time. Income taxes, whether 
paid to the Federal Government, or to the State Government, 
and the property and persona! taxes which we pay at our 
county court house twice a year, form only a part of the taxes 
paid for the operation of civil Government. The millions 
who smoke cigarettes daily pay a tax every day to a greater 
amount than they pay for the cigarette itself. Those who 
may, by physician's prescriptions or by other leave, purchase 
a quart of liquor, pay several timesas much to the Government 
in taxation as they pay for the alcohol. Those who buy auto- 
mobiles, jewelry, and a thousand other things pay a tax at
